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Summary: 

It is time to recognise the disaster we Libyans have perpetuated since 2011. rather than liberating 
ourselves from of control and chaos, we brought back the WORSE aspects of the regime. Rather than 
becoming free people., or a free Libya., we became even more enslaved., even more trapped by the 
'economics of chaos' inherited from the former state.. The Jamahiriya. 

During the Jamhairiya.. the 'economics of chaos' before could only stabilised by the dictatorship and 
control of one man, who managed to stabilise Libya by FISCAL RULES which to him were almost 
sacrosanct, and to which he tightly stuck to and observed. These 'dictatorial' Fiscal were the basis of 
the 'stability Libya had enjoyed previously, and the only way the 'chaos-based Rentierism' of the 
Libyan people could be stabilised. Remove the dictatorship and you remove the rules stabilising 
chaos. 

So., when we killed him, we also killed these rules, and the economics of chaos were unleashed with 
full vengeance, producing even more perverted and criminal economic and social behaviour we have 
today, this time with the full force of the gun, in the hands of everyone. 

Rather than stop ourselves in 2011 and 2012... and agree some DICTATORIAL FISCAL RULES between 
us as a legal/social basis on which to rebuild a new TRUST in ourselves and the nation., we instead 
rushed immediately to 'grab' Control and patronage of the same economics of chaos.. In doing so we 
have eroded almost ALL TRUST left in state institutions, wasted almost all of our foreign reserves left 
since 2011, saddled our country and future generations with impossible commitments, and spent 
this money in war, conflict and criminal behaviour., just to survive and profit from the economics of 
chaos. 

As result.. We demolished the basis of sovereignty, legitimacy and unity of Libya and the stability of 
its central institutions... We have shattered the basis of social equality as many of our families have 
lost the basic means of income and livelihoods to feed their children, driving families to make a living 
from the war/smuggling/rent seeking economy.. Our local communities which we thought in 2011 
can take responsibility for governing their people and local economy in a new free Libya... were 
instead used, abused, and their social fabric ripped by politics of party conflict as they lost their 
children to war... and the Libyan individuals., men and women, especially youth., lost almost entirely 
their dignity and basic rights to live under the rule of law, to work, earn a living and love their 
country. 

There are only two ways to get out of this condition to re-stablise Libya. 

The first is to go back to dictatorship. The only way to manage a chaos economy (or chaos rentirism) 
is to give full and total control to a new dictator who can enforce the Fiscal Rules to ensure stability 
and unity of the nation. Political /power sharing of the same economics of chaos will not work. 

The second way is for us as Libyans to make a radical shift., from Chaos to Rights., to come to an 
agreement on some new FISCAL RULES, that can become the basis for a new politics. The purpose of 
the fiscal rules is to take us from the current economics/politics of conflict and chaos.... To the 
economics and politics of stabilisation., post conflict.. We can do this if the Libyan Political 
Agreement., or the Libyan Constitution., includes these rules/rights in new Libyan Economic 
Agreement.. (LEA).. 



What kind of rules?.. Who are the parties to such an agreement?.. How do we do it? I leave such 
foundational questions for us to discuss in this session
